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THE BOARD OF TRADE HANDS OVER THE B.LF. 
AS A GOING CONCERN

HEN the 33rd British Industries Fair closed last night 

responsibility passed from the Board of Trade to the new 

independent company, British Industries Fair Ltd. Un- 
changed will be the close association with the Birmingham Chamber 
of Commerce, who are responsible for the organization of the 
heavy industries section at Castle Bromwich. 

Although it was clear some days before the Fair ended that the 
attendance would not be so high as in some of the earlier post-war 
years, when shortages had to be made good and when would-be 
exhibitors had to be refused or take rationed space, the B.I.F. 
this year has definitely had some encouraging features. 

An analysis of the first week’s attendance figures showed that 
buyers were arriving in greater numbers than last year from 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada, Pakistan, India, France, Denmark 
and Sweden. Exhibitors in many of the 90 trade sections were 
prepared to say that export inquiries were the best they had known 
in recent years. 

There has been praise for the number of new or re-styled products 
on show and for the greater attention that seems to have been paid 
to contemporary design. Better salesmanship has been commented 
on by many visitors, though there has been some disappointment 
that here and there an exhibitor might not seem particularly interested 
in securing overseas business, especially if it meant any special 
effort or departure from normal routine. 

The Fair has found room for one or two “ general interest ”’ 
features which have had a considerable popular success while 
serving the practical purpose of showing visitors a selection of 
goods made by famous British firms for such exacting users as 
the Everest and Greenland expeditions, or chosen for their excel- 
lence in design.

The Fair has been visited by members of the Royal Family 
and by representatives of many Embassies in London. ‘The public 
has been admitted, though in disappointing numbers, every after- 
noon. At Castle Bromwich, during the course of its fortnight’s 
run, the Fair will have been visited by over 11,000 people in 
organized parties from schools and factories. 

At the time of going to press it is not possible to analyse the 
results of the whole Fair in terms of attendance of buyers and the 
business that was accomplished, but the survey that follows is made 
up of the impressions of exhibitors recorded in the early part of 
this week. 











Olympia 





From nearly all sections of the Fair at Olympia the mid-Fair 
reports spoke of a disappointing first day followed by a definite 
improvement which has continued into the second week of the 
exhibition. Among those who definitely subscribe to this view have 
been the majority of stand-holders in fancy goods, jewellery, 
musical instruments and toys and games. Lack of firm orders 
from overseas has been noticeable in the “ heavier ”’ sections like 
office equipment and printing machinery, but generally exhibitors 
have reported an increasing number of serious and promising 
inquiries. A number of overseas buyers expressed disappointment 
at the absence of a plastics section from the Fair and at the absence 
of some well-known firms. 

The visit of the Duke and Duchess of Gloucester with their 
children, Prince Richard and Prince William, resulted in publicity 
which gave a useful fillip to the toys, games and sports goods 
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sections. Interest in Greenland Court was early established by a 
well-attended Press reception, and the cinema showing the Expedi- 
tion’s colour film has been crowded for every showing. 

Although exhibitors in the small craft section do not normally 
expect to receive many firm orders the run of the Fair, several 
such have in fact been booked. One firm has received £2,000 orders 
from France for bare shells ; one sold three months’ output in the 
first week ; one sold a cabin cruiser and another a sailing boat within 
a short time of opening. 

Orders have been coming in fast and well deserved to the exhibitors 
who have made the biggest display of British pianos since the war. 
An assessment at the end of the first week showed that orders reported 
to the Press Office (and this is by no means necessarily all orders 
placed) were valued at £173,000. One exhibitor took an order worth 
£20,000 for 180 instruments destined for Stockholm ; another sold 
100 pianos for £10,000 to New Zealand. Other exhibitors have re- 
ported very considerable export business, and a spokesman has said 
that overseas trade has been as good as it could possibly be in the 
light of import restrictions imposed by many countries. Exhibitor 
have also noted a revival in the home trade for miniature pianos. 

Some worth-while orders have been placed in the pottery and 
glassware section, where one of the biggest exhibitors said after the 
first few days that he had accomplished more home trade business 
than in the whole of last year’s B.I.F. In the stationery section early 
reports said that overseas trade was at a fair level but inquiries from 
U.K. buyers varied between moderate and poor. An unusual order 
here was for pencils for California, home of the cedar wood used in 


Office Equipment 


The volume of inquiries received in the office equipment section 
during the first part of the Fair was smaller than in recent years but 
their quality has been judged especially good. One manufacturer 
of office printing machinery reported at least £3,000 worth of orders 
taken, as well as a steady stream of inquiries from potential home 
and overseas customers. An expert on office systems, who has 
exhibited at the Fair almost since its inception, has been receiving 
about 75 inquiries a day and says that, if clinched, any two or three 
of them would justify his representation. A safe-maker checked his 
visitors’ book after the first few days to find that he had been visited 
by buyers from Ecuador, Panama, Hong Kong, Bermuda, the United 
States, Beirut, Kenya, Germany, Canada, South Africa, Nicaragua 
and Newfoundland. 

Scientific instrument manufacturers have been ame inquiries 
rather than firm orders, and some buyers have Wg mo dissatisfaction 
at the unrepresentative nature of the display. Nevertheless, at least 
one exhibitor in this section received enough business in the first 
week of the Fair to keep his works busy for “‘ a very long time.” 
Others admitted that they were showing mainly for prestige. There 
are good reports from several stands in the jewellery section, where 
some exhibitors have by their participation in the Fair broken into 
entirely new markets. 

The early days of the Fair were not too good for the toymakers, 
who complained especially about the paucity of home buyers, and 
made the familiar point that the B.I.F. is held at the wrong time of 
the year for them. But most of the exhibitors here say that the result- 
ant business will repay their costs, and many were looking forward 
to an improvement in the last days of the Fair. There were mixed 
reactions from manufacturers of sports equipment, among whom 
the exhibitor of a hard tennis court, where exhibition matches have 
been pla and coaching demonstrations given throughout the run 
of the Fair, has been receiving an impressive number of useful 
inquiries from overseas buyers. 


Earls Court 


Interim reports from Earls Court have suggested that the most 
satisfied group of exhibitors was that showing prefabricated buildings. 
Though the show houses were thoroughly inspected by home and 
overseas buyers and many wistful members of the public, it was the 
visitors from abroad who have been placing the orders. Some of 
the prototype buildings shown have themselves been sold, although in 
this sort of business firm orders are not generally expected until after 
considerable negotiations and modifications. 

Tt has been less easy to assess results in the textiles and clothing 
sections which, although not so large as it has sometimes been, is 
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still varied and wide in its scope. Exhibitors of hosiery, sportswear 
and industrial clothing have been reporting domestic and overseas 
orders, and so have some of those showing materials like worsteds 
and rayon. Among manufacturers who were y about the first 
week’s business were those showing items as different as protective 
clothing and neckties. Some buyers have remarked on the absence 
of textile firms well known to them, but few have had any complaints 
about the quality of what has been shown at the Fair. 

The section devoted to furniture, furnishing fabrics and floor 
coverings at Earls Court was not large and most of the exhibits were 
more in the nature of “ novelties” than of the things traditionally 
shown at a furniture exhibition. American buyers were among those 
to show great interest in a table convertible into a full-size divan bed ; 
a firm showing mirrors has reported excellent business ; floor 
covering manufacturers have been receiving good orders from 
United Kingdom firms and some, especially in carpets, have done a 
good overseas trade. 


Board of Trade Overseas Publicity 


Orders have been placed by buyers from the United States, Canada, 
Finland and Sweden with firms exhibiting in the foodstuffs section, 
and more than one manufacturer here paid tribute to the Board of 
Trade’s overseas publicity for attracting buyers from abroad. An 
exhibitor of jams and marmalade, in the Fair for the first time, ex- 
pressed himself as being ‘‘ more than pleased ” with results in the 
first week, when he received his first big order from Canada and 
started negotiations with Ameri- 
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and some of the characteristics of the Fairs of “ normal” years are 
to be observed again. Home trade buyers have this year been more 
sedulously courted by firms seeking a stable domestic demand as a 
sure foundation for the export of their surplus production. This 
tendency was especially to be noticed among firms producing consumer 
goods in the hardware and building sections. 

Another change of outlook concerns the use of the Fair for the 
original purposes of a trade exhibition—as a shop window and an 
advertising medium rather than as a branch order office. Many 
exhibitors were clearly setting out to pave the way for future business, 
rather than expecting immediate orders—though these were none the 
less welcome. In fact some large orders were placed at the Fair, but 
they may well be only a drop in the ocean of the business that will 
result in months to come. 

Again a reversion to pre-war practice was the tendency of buyers 
from abroad to book rooms in the Midlands for several days and to 
use the B.I.F. as the focal point of their visits to firms in the region. 
This practice, where the firms visited were not themselves B.I.F. 
exhibitors, might be viewed with mixed feelings by the Fair manage- 
ment, but it is nevertheless a useful by-product of the Fair in the 
national interest. Overseas buyers made heavy use of the telephones 
in the clubs provided for them, and most of their calls were booked 
to near or distant British firms. 

Business conditions in the Fair could best be described as “ com- 
petitive.” Nearly all manufacturers of capital goods were satisfied 
that, taking into consideration the quality offered, their prices were 
not too high, but they were left in no doubt that costs must rise no

High Quality and Extra 
Finish 
Hardware made a slow start, 


but the pace improved towards 
the middle of the period. The 








extra assistance to deal with all 
the inquiries he received in the 
first week of the Fair. He had large orders from Cairo, India, Persia 
and the Far East, and found a strong interest among home trade 
buyers as well. 

The Council of Industrial Design’s exhibit of well-designed items 
from all three sections of the Fair has attracted much admiring 
attention. In particular there have been a lot of inquiries for picnic 
sets, leather bags and brief cases, and overseas buyers especially 
have been interested in the unusual types of chairs shown. Sharing 
the honours for elegance and an air of quality has been the Northern 
Ireland three-tier display, where linen has naturally taken pride of place 
but where also the attendants have missed no chance to interest visiting 
industrialists in the amenities of Ulster for new or branch factories. 

There have been appreciative comments about the new spaciousness 
and colour of the Commonwealth section, which has been the only 
part of the entire Fair where visitors could view goods not made in 
the United Kingdom. Equally popular has been Everest Court, 
with its impressive backcloth of the mountain scene and its compre- 
hensive display of the scientific and utilitarian aids and foodstuffs 
supplied by British firms to the successful climbers last year. 





Birmingham 


The impression of most exhibitors in the heavier industries section 
at Castle Bromwich has been that, despite new complexities in inter- 
national trade, business is at least maintaining its level. It is generally 
accepted that the first week of the Fair saw more overseas buyers 
than usual, that they had money to spend if they could find exactly 
what they wanted on acceptable terms, and that there has been a 
good deal of buying going on quietly, with South Africa and Australia 
as the best customers. 

The Fair is clearly emerging from the early mists of after-the-war, 











main exporting firms were well 
satisfied with inquiries and were 
confident of orders to follow. The high quality of goods shown 
and particularly the “ little extra finish ” evident this year in hollow- 
ware lines should guarantee their favourable reception overseas. 
Both this and the building section enjoyed the benefit of the home 
demand for domestic equipment which accompanies the housing 
drive. 


The building trade appeared to think that the upsets of the past 
year are smoothing out, and that there is more money about, especially 
overseas. Door-fittings sold well, with domestic demand up to com- 
pensate for some falling off in overseas orders. ‘“ New look ”’ fire- 
places were shown by the score, finding favour with American and 
Canadian buyers, although the home demand will not develop until 
later in the year when houses, built during the spring and summer, 
require fireplaces fitted during the autumn. 


The electrical section, ranging from heavy engineering goods to 
domestic equipment, produced a majority of standholders who ex- 
pressed satisfaction with business done in the first week of the Fair. 
Deliveries are almost from stock for most standard lines, and even 
heavy equipment can be shipped in from 6 to 13 weeks. 


A difficult time had been expected for exhibitors of brassware, 
but reports from the Fair indicate an unexpected stabilization in 
sales. Makers of small tools also reported renewed buying. 


The engineering section at Castle Bromwich was so vast that no 
generalization will fit, but it can be said that the demand for capital 
goods has not abated and only delivery times presented manufacturers 
in this section with difficulty. hout the section exhibitors 


seemed satisfied with the level of inquiries—even outdoors, where 
they suffered a first week of unpleasant weather. 
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HOME NEWS SECTION 


Provisional United Kingdom Trade 
Figures for April 


APRIL was a short working month (24 days compared with 27 in 

March). United Kingdom exports in the month, £225-0 million, 
were nevertheless slightly above the monthly average for January— 
March this year. Re-exports dropped to £8-0 million. 


Imports in April, £284-0 million, showed the usual tendency to 
rise in the second quarter above the average for the first quarter. In 
the first four months imports were almost the same as in the same 
period last year. 


The excess of imports (c.i.f.) over total exports, including re- 
exports (f.o.b.) in April was £51-1 million, making the excess in the 
four months £42°8 million a month ; in the same period last year it 
was £57°6 million.

Reduction in Selling Price for Tungsten Ores

Changes in Transhipment Licensing 
Control 


(CONSEQUENT upon recent changes in export licensing control, 

announced in the Board of Trade Journal on May 1 (pages 891 to 
892) the Board of Trade have issued a revised Transhipment Open 
General Licence which came into force on May 11, 1954. 


The effect of this revised licence is to release certain goods, in- 
cluding natural rubber, from the requirement of individual tranship- 
ment licences. 


No additions are made to transhipment licensing control. The 
principal releases are pepper, certain mica sheets, certain metal 
working machine tools, natural rubber and natural rubber latex, 
mixtures containing carbon black, cobalt naphthenate, cobalt linoleate, 
steel-cored aluminium wire, aluminium multi-strand cable, certain 
ferro-alloys, platinum and platinum alloys and certain semi-manufac- 
tured goods of platinum. 


The revised open general licence is the Transhipment Open 
General Licence dated May 5, 1954. Copies are obtainable price 
6d. (by post 74d.) from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches. 


New Equipment and Techniques 
Demonstrated at N.P.L. 


MORE than twelve hundred visitors representing industry and 

science attended the Open Day at the National Physical 
Laboratory at Teddington, Middlesex, on May 7. This year there 
was added interest in the event because the new metallurgy building 
and the new surge generator in the Electricicy Division were on 
show for the first time. The surge generator, which is capable of 
producing “ artificial lightning” flashes of over three million volts, 
will be used for testing high-voltage equipment such as generators, 
transformers, cables and switchgear. 


A number of other exhibits of special interest to industry were 
shown. The “ Ace,” the Laboratory’s “electronic brain” is 
undertaking a variety of lengthy and complicated computations for 
the Ordnance Survey and, among others, for firms in the aircraft 
and oil industries. ‘The ‘‘ Deuce,’”’ which is the engineered version 
of ‘‘ Ace,”’ is expected to be complete in about six month’s time. 
Industrial problems involving control of machinery or processes 
will be investigated with the new N.P.L. differential analyzer now 
under test. ‘The older machine which it will replace has been used 
to solve control problems in such widely separated fields as sewage, 
navigation, deck-landing of aircraft on ships, fluorescent lighting, 
drafting of cotton and the casting of steel. 


The use of the Merton-N.P.L. diffraction grating technique for 
accurate control of machine tool operation was a_ particularly 
interesting exhibit. Two gratings are used together to obtain a 
magnified pattern of light and dark bands whose movements corres- 
pond with those of the tool. By scanning the pattern with an 
** electronic eye ’’ the movement of the tool can be controlled with 
great precision. Another machine control device comprises a 
magnetic tape which is made to control the tool in correspondence 
with the calculations of a computing machine. In this way, tor 
example, gas turbine blades can be machined in accordance with 
calculated data, without having first to be drawn by a draughtsman. 
Another control system which can be used in chemical processes 
and employs a diffraction grating, depends on detection of the con- 
centration of a chemical in the process by its absorption of infra-red 
light of a particular wavelength produced by the grating. 

N.P.L. are now paying great attention to the automatic control of 
industrial processes. The present Electronics Section and the 
Control Mechanisms Section are to be combined to form a new 
research division to specialize in automatic control of experimental, 
industrial and administrative operations. The new division will 
also develop techniques and equipment for data processing and 
computation. 











15 May 1954 


HE Board of Trade have issued three Notices to Importers, 
giving details of import licensing arrangements for carcase meat 
and offals; frozen whole hen eggs and other hen egg products; 
and of fresh and canned fruits from the United States. 
Details are as follows :— 


Carcase Meat and Offals 


(THE Minister of Food has already announced that the rationing of 
carcase meat and offals will end on July 3, 1954. 


2. The Board of Trade now announce, in Notice to Importers No. 
649, the arrangements for private imports of carcase meats, i.e. beef, 
veal, mutton, lamb, pork and their offals. The offals are hearts, 
kidneys, liver, oxtail, plucks (comprising heart, liver, lights and melts), 
sweetbread and tongues. ‘These arrangements will take effect from 
the dates mentioned below. 


Imports from the Scheduled Territories 


3. Open Individual Licences will be issued to permit imports of 
beef, veal, mutton, lamb, pork and their offals if originating in and 
consigned from :— 

(a). The Scheduled Territories (other than Australia and New 

Zealand), Muscat and Oman with effect from July 4, 1954. 

(b) Australia, with effect from :— 

(i) August 1, 1954, in the case of mutton and lamb and their 
offals, and 

(ii) November 1, 1954, in the case of beef, veal and pork 
and their offals. 

(c) New Zealand with effect from November 1, 1954. 


4. The Scheduled Territories at present comprise :— 

The British Commonwealth (except Canada), British Trust 
Territories, British Protectorates and Protected States, Burma, The 
Irish Republic, Iraq, Iceland, Jordan, Libya. 


Imports of Carcase Meat, other than Pork, from Other 


Countries 


5. Open Individual Licences will also be issued to permit imports 
of beef, veal, mutton, and lamb and their offals and pork offals if 
originating in and consigned from any country or territory other than : 
(a) The Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman. 
(b) Bolivia, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, French Somaliland, Guatemala, 
Haiti, Republic of Honduras, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Philippines, Tangier, United States of America, 
Venezuela. 

(c) Argentina and Uruguay. 


6. Imports of beef, veal, mutton and lamb and their offals if origina- 
ting in and consigned from Argentina or Uruguay will be permitted 
under Open Individual Licences as from dates which will be deter- 
mined by the completion of deliveries under current agreements with 
the Ministry of Food. Licences will be issued to pre-war importers 
of these meats from these two countries who undertake to co-ordinate 
their shipments through the River Plate Freight Committee as they did 
before the war. 


Imports of Pork from Other Countries 


7. A quota has been established for imports from July 4, 1954, of 
pork originating in and consigned from countries or territories other 
than Argentina (see paragraph 9) and other than those mentioned in 
paragraphs 5 (a) and 5 (b). 

(i) The Board of Trade will consider applications for specific 
licences accompanied by a certified statement of the applicants’ 
total imports of pork from all sources other than the Scheduled 
Territories, Muscat and Oman and Argentina during the 
calendar year 1938 or the two years 1937 and 1938. Where the 
two-year period is chosen licences will be based on one half of 
the figure shown in the certified statement. 

The Board of Trade will also be prepared to consider applica- 
tions on the basis of interest in the import of pork from 
European countries prior to the suspension of imports in 
1926 as a result of the Animal Health Regulations, from 


(ii) 
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applicants who have since then been continuously engaged in 
the meat trade in the United Kingdom. Traders who wish to 
be considered under this heading should submit, as briefly as 
possible, particulars of the extent of their interest and the 
nature of their post-1926 business. Approximate figures in 
cwts. (stated as actual or estimated) of pork imports from 
European countries during the calendar year 1925 should be 
given. If the information provided permits, a share of the 
quota will be distributed in the form of licences to applicants 
in this class and the distribution will be made on as fair a 
basis as possible. 

Applicants may apply on either or both of the bases in (i) 
and (ii). 

8. The statement, which must be certified by an independent 
practising accountant, should show imports from each country 
separately in the following form :— 

During the calendar year 1938 (or 1937 and 1938) we imported 
siscksaduhaocsen (weight in cwts.) of pork from..................(insert 
name of country). These goods were paid for by us direct to the 
overseas supplier. 


(iii) 


(Proprietor, Partner, Company Director 
or Secretary.)

9. Limited imports of pork from Argentina will be permitted when 
shipments under current agreements with the Ministry of Food have 
been completed. Applications for specific licences to import pork 
under this arrangement should be accompanied by a statement of pre- 
war imports from Argentina, which must be certified by an indepen- 

dent accountant, in the form shown in paragraph 8. 


General 


10. Open Individual Licences and Specific Licences will be valid 
until June 30, 1955. 


11. Each holder of an Open Individual Licence or a Specific Licence 
will be required to make returns (including nil returns) weekly to the 
Ministry of Food of forward commitments and actual arrivals of 
carcase meat and offals. Instructions for making these returns will 
be sent to recipients of import licences. 


12. Separate applications for :— 

(a) Open Individual Licences in accordance with paragraph 3 ; 

(b) Open Individual Licences in accordance with paragraph 5 ; 

(c) Open Individual Licences in accordance with paragraph 6 ; 

(d) Specific Licences in accordance with paragraph 7 ; and 

(e) Specific Licences in accordance with paragraph 9 ; 
should be made on Form I.L.B./A. and submitted in the first instance 
to the Ministry of Food, Imported Meat Division, Great Westminster 
House, Horseferry Road, London, S.W.1, in the case of (d) and (e) 
not later than May 25, 1954. Page 1 of the application should be 
completed ; on page 2 only section 5, and on page 3 and copies, only 
the name, full postal address, reference number of the application and 
the description of the goods need be filled in. 

13. All imports under the authority of these licences will be subject 
to the requirements of the Public Health (Importation of Food) 
Regulations 1937/48 and the Animal Health Regulations of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. The Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries is reviewing the Animal Health Regulations and is noti- 
fying proposed changes to trade associations concerned. Intending 
importers who do not belong to an association may apply for informa- 
tion about these changes to the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
Animal Health Division, Government Buildings, Hook Rise, Tolworth, 
Surbiton, Surrey. 

14. Applicants are reminded that any person who knowingly or 
recklessly makes any false statement or furnishes any documents or 
information false in a material particular for the purpose of obtaining 
an import licence, is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 and/or a term 
of imprisonment not exceeding six months. In addition, the import 
licence will be void from the date of issue, and any goods imported 
under it will be liable to forfeiture under the Customs Acts.

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Import Licensing Arrangements—Continued) 
Frozen Whole Hen Eggs and 
other Hen Egg Products 


OTICE to Importers No. 629 set out the arrangements for the 

import of certain hen egg products other than frozen whole eggs, 
after January 31, 1954. 

2. The Ministry of Food have already announced that except for 
the balance of existing contracts they ceased to import frozen whole 
eggs from January 1, 1954, that purchases from the Ministry’s stocks 
may continue to be made, and that imports of frozen whole hen eggs 
would be returned to private trade from July 1, 1954. 

3. The Board of Trade now announce in Notice to Importers No. 
647 the arrangements for the private import of frozen whole hen eggs 
and other egg products from July 1, 1954 and a change in the 
arrangements for the import of dried egg white (albumen). 


Frozen Whole Hen Eggs 


4. As from July 1, 1954, the Open General Licence will be extended 
80 a8 to permit, without separate licence, the import of frozen whole 
hen eggs if originating in and consigned from the Scheduled Terri- 
tories, Muscat and Oman. Schedule VI, Group 1, Part A of Notice 
to Importers No. 635 should be amended in accordance with the 
Annex to this Notice. 

The Scheduled Territories at present comprise :— 

The British Commonwealth (except Canada), British Trust 
Territories, British Protectorates and Protected States, Burma, 
Irish Republic, Iraq, Iceland, Jordan and Libya. 

5. Imports from sources other than the Scheduled Territories, 
Muscat and Oman, and other than those countries listed below, will 
be permitted under specific licences which will be issued immediately 
but valid only for imports from July 1, 1954 :— 

Bolivia, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, French Somaliland, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Republic of Honduras, Liberia, Mexico, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Philippines, Tangier, United States of 
America, Venezuela. 

6. These licences will be issued to primary distributors in propor- 
tion to their purchases from the Ministry of Food’s stocks and initially 
on the basis of one ton of imported frozen whole hen eggs for every 
four tons of frozen whole hen eggs or equivalent dried egg (including 
dried egg white) purchased by the applicant from the Ministry of 
Food after January 23, 1954. 


Dried Egg White (Albumen) 


7. Imports of dried egg white (albumen) from the Scheduled 
Territories, Muscat and Oman, will continue to be permitted under 
Open General Licence. 

8. As announced in Notice to Importers No. 629 the Open 
Individual Licences for imports of dried egg white (albumen) will not 
be renewed but imports from sources other than Scheduled Territories, 
Muscat and Oman and other than those listed in paragraph 5 will be 
permitted under specific licences. 

9. These specific licences will be issued on application— 

(a) for imports from April 1, 1954, in proportion to imports of 
glycerinated yolk under Open Individual Licence on the 
basis of one of dried egg white (albumen) to four of 
glycerinated yolk. wie 

(b) for imports from July 1, 1954 for a quantity in lieu of the 
whole or of part of an entitlement to import frozen whole 
hen eggs resulting from purchases from the Ministry of 
Food (as set out in paragraph 6). 

Applications under (b) will also be considered from bona fide 
importers who do not deal in frozen whole hen eggs and 
cannot, therefore, establish an entitlement by purchases from 
the Ministry of Food. 


Frozen Egg Yolk or White 


10. Notice to Importers No. 629 sets out the arrangements for the 
import of frozen egg yolk or white up to June 30, 1954. Imports 


from sources other than the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and 
Oman, which are covered by the Open General Licence and other 
than those listed in paragraph 5 will be permitted under specific 
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licences from July 1, 1954 in lieu of the whole or of part of an entitle- 
ment to import frozen whole hen eggs—resulting from purchases from 
the Ministry of Food (as set out in paragraph 6). 

Applications will also be considered from bona fide importers 
who do not deal in frozen whole hen eggs and cannot, therefore, 
establish an entitlement by purchases from the Ministry of Food. 


Dried Egg, Whole or Yolk and Glycerinated Yolk 


11. Imports of dried egg whole or yolk and glycerinated yolk from 
sources other than the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman, 
which are covered by the Open General Licence and other than those 
listed in paragraph 5, will be permitted under Open Individual 
Licences valid in the first instance from July 1, 1954 to December 
31, 1954 and thereafter for six-monthly periods. 


General 


12. Applicants for licences to import frozen whole hen eggs, and 
dried egg white (albumen) or frozen egg yolk or white under the 
conditions set out in paragraphs 6, 9 (b) and 10 will be notified of the 
quantity of the product concerned, which will be regarded as the 
equivalent of their purchases from the Ministry of Food of frozen 
whole hen egg, or dried egg white (albumen), or, dried whole egg.

The Ministry of 
Food has accordingly notified each first-hand salesman of his share of 
the present authorization allocation, and of the conditions that must 
be observed by importers under the Mutual Security Act arrange- 
ments. 

First-hand salesmen who have received notifications and wish to 
import these fruits should submit an application for an import licence 
on Form I.L.B./A to the Ministry of Food, Fresh Fruit & Vegetable 
Division, Great Westminster House, Horseferry Road, London, 
ge Tay reach there as early as possible and not later than May 

Import licences will be issued as soon as possible and will be valid 
for imports of these fruits up to October 31, 1954. Shipments must, 
however, be made before September 30, 1954. 


Canned Grapefruit 


Licences for the import of canned grapefruit will be based on the 
unit voucher entitlement held by each first-hand distributor under the 
Ministry of Food’s scheme for distributing canned fruit. The 
Ministry has accordingly notified each first-hand distributor of his 
share of the present authorization allocation and of the conditions that 
must be observed by importers under the Mutual Security Act 
arrangements. 

First-hand distributors who have received notifications may them-

O.E.E.C. Tour on Productivity 
in the Wholesale Trade 


HE Board of Trade Journal of May 8 (page 949) referred to two 

groups of specialists of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation, who are visiting London from May 17 to 19 as part of 
a European tour to study the promotion of productivity in the 
wholesale trade.

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Volume of Imports and Exports in the First Quarter 
of 1954 


OLUME and average value index numbers for the first quarter, 

1954, derived by revaluing current imports and exports at the 

prices of the base year 1950, are given in the accompanying 
tables. The commodities included in the index numbers have been 
re-grouped on the basis of the revised classification of commodities 
for the external trade of the United Kingdom which was introduced 
on January 1 this year. Figures for some earlier periods have been 
rearranged as nearly as possible into the revised classification. 

Some provisional estimates of the volume of imports and exports 
were given in the article reviewing trade in the first quarter, which 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on April 24. The figures 
now published confirm that the volume of exports at 103 was about 
a tenth greater than a year ago but three points below the fourth 
quarter of last year when the index was 106, the highest figure 
since the first quarter of 1952 ; the index for that quarter was also 
106. ‘The figure for the fourth quarter of 1950, which was calculated 
with 1947 as base, would probably have been slightly higher than 
this, if adjusted to the year 1950 as base. ‘The volume of imports in 
the first quarter was 113, compared with 114 in the previous quarter 
and 106 in the first quarter last year. 





Among exports the volume index for engineering products rose 
from 102 in the fourth quarter 1953 to 105 in the first quarter. The 
volume of exports of textiles at 86 in the first quarter, although about 
four per cent. below that of the fourth quarter, was higher than the 
1953 or 1952 averages. 


The indices of volume are derived by revaluing current imports and 
exports at 1950 prices and comparing the estimated value so obtained 
with the declared value in the base year. Average value indices are 
determined from the same calculations by comparing the estimated 
value at base year prices with the declared value in the current year. 
Over periods shorter than a year the average value index numbers do 
not give a reliable measure of price changes since, particularly in the 
case of imports, they are affected by seasonal changes in the com- 
position of trade. Changes in prices of imports and exports over 
short periods can best be measured by the monthly price indices in 
which fixed quantity weights are used ; these indices appeared in the 
Board of Trade Journal on May 1 (page 893).

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S WAS to be expected, the later date of Easter this year has had a 
noticeable effect on the retail trade results for March. The 
period covered by the statistics for March 1953 ended with the 
week immediately preceding the Easter holiday whereas that for 
March 1954 finished two weeks before Easter ; as the normal seasonal 
movement in trade in many categories is for sales to rise sharply up to 
an Easter peak, the comparison of the results for March 1954 with 
those of a year ago must have been unfavourably affected. 
The very slight increase in the value of retail sales over the level of 
a year ago is therefore a satisfactory result even when compared with 
the larger increases which have been usual in recent months. The 
decrease in total sales of clothing and footwear (the first for some 
months) is not surprising in view of the later Easter ; the slightness 
of this fall and the small increase compared with last year in sales of 
household goods suggest that, allowing for the later Easter, sales of 
non-food goods this year were probably still running at a somewhat 
higher level than in 1953. The value of sales of food and perishables, 
which is reported only by the large scale retailers, was also a little 
higher than in March 1953. 


Clothing and Footwear 


The seasonal increase in sales of clothing and footwear between 
February and March reported by both large scale and independent 
retailers was not so sharp as in 1953—however, it is in this section of 
retail trade that the late incidence of Easter has most effect, and the 
decrease in total sales compared with March 1953 does not therefore 
necessarily imply a falling away from the higher level of spending on 
clothing and footwear that has been noticeable since the beginning of 
1954. Large scale retailers seem to have achieved rather better 
results in this sphere than independent traders, since they have 
maintained sales at the same level as in March 1953 whereas inde- 
pendent retailers reported a decrease of 7 per cent. compared with a 
year ago. ‘The usual seasonal rise in stocks of clothing and footwear 
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between February and March left stocks 14 per cent. higher than at 
the end of March 1953 and somewhat higher even than stocks in 
March 1952, although since the April figures will include the peak 
pre-Easter sales some reduction from this level in April might be 
expected. 

The only substantial increase in sales of women’s and children’s 
wear compared with March 1953 was reported by multiple shops and 
the results of the other retailers were rather less satisfactory although, 
of course, somewhat better than suggested by the crude comparison 
with last year’s sales. The large scale retailers reporting sub- 
categories had again experienced a striking increase in sales of stockings 
and socks and a substantial increase in sales of women’s underwear. 
Last year’s sales were also equalled or exceeded in all the other sub- 
categories ; even in dress materials an increase in sales was recorded— 
the first for over a year. 

Stocks of women’s and children’s wear were 9 per cent. higher than 
a year ago, the heaviest increase being in women’s stockings and socks, 
girls’ and children’s wear and women’s outerwear. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear by large scale retailers as a whole 
were the same as a year ago, with the multiple shops alone reporting 
an increase in sales. Both department stores and co-operative societies 
reported a heavy fall in sales compared with March 1953, as did also 
independent retailers, Stocks of men’s and boys’ wear were 9 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier when, however, stocks were rather 
low. 

In contrast to these results for clothing, independent retailers 
reported a somewhat smaller decrease in sales of footwear than did 
other retailers. ‘The fall in sales has been accompanied by a rise in 
the stocks reported by some large scale retailers of as much as 20 per 
cent., but in this category too the comparatively high stock level may 
be partly due to the fact that the bulk of pre-Easter sales took place 
in April.

Retail Trade in March—(Continued) 


Household Goods 


In view of the qualifications attaching to the March figures, the 
increase of 2 per cent. in total sales of household goods is very 
encouraging. ‘The fall in sales reported by multiple shops and inde- 
pendent traders contrasts with continued good results by department 
stores and co-operative societies. Multiple shops and independent 
retailers appear to have been the first to benefit from the upsurge of 
demand for household goods last year, and they are, perhaps, 
understandably the first to show a reduction in sales compared with 
the abnormally high figures of a year ago. 

Large scale retailers reported an increase of 5 per cent. in sales of 
furniture and furnishings, but sales by independent retailers were at 
the same level as a year ago. In the sub-categories reported by some 
large scale retailers, an appreciable increase in sales of furniture and 
bedding was reported, accompanied by smaller increases in sales of 
furnishing fabrics and household textiles and floor coverings. Stocks 
of furniture and furnishings were, according to those large scale retailers 
reporting stocks, a little higher than a year ago. 

Large scale retailers reported a substantial increase in sales of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods, due largely to the continuation 
of very good results in department stores’ sales of hardware. Depart- 
ment stores also continued to record higher sales of radio and electrical 
goods, but sales by independent traders, who had done so well in the 
early months of last year, showed a small reduction. There was a 
big increase compared with the end of March 1953 in the stocks of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods held by some large scale retailers 
which more than compensated for the heavy fall recorded last year, 
and brought stocks up to a level 8 per cent. higher than in March 1952.

Other Non-Food Goods 


The seasonal movement in sales of chemists’ goods is rather different 
from that in other categories inasmuch as sales tend to fall after the 
Christmas peak to a low point in April. The fall in sales between 
February and March 1954 was on the whole purely seasonal, and 
little change was reported in sales compared with March 1953. 

Large scale retailers reported increases of 5 or 6 per cent. compared 
with March 1953 in sales of books, stationery, etc. and jewellery, 
leather and fancy goods, and a smaller increase of 2 per cent. in sales of 
sports goods, toys and cycles. Independent traders, however, had 
rather smaller increases to report in the categories most readily 
corresponding to the first two categories mentioned above, and their 
sales of toys, sports goods and leather goods had fallen very slightly 
compared with a year ago. 

Apart from quite heavy increases in stocks of miscellaneous fancy 
goods and jewellery reported by some large scale retailers, stocks in 
the other categories were not substantially higher than at the end of 
March 1953. 


Food and Perishables 


The value of sales of food and perishables, which are reported only 
by large scale retailers, was little different in March from that recorded 
a year earlier. As in recent months, sales of groceries and provisions 
had risen by 2 per cent. compared with a year ago, multiple shops 
recording an increase of 3 per cent. 

Sales of fresh meat were again substantially higher than a year ago, 
and there were smaller increases in sales of fruit, vegetables and 
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flowers, and fresh milk. Sales of sweets and chocolate seem to be 
settling down at a level between a quarter and a third higher than 
under rationing, and the decreases in sales in February and March 
compared with those in the months of exceptionally heavy spending 
immediately after derationing last year would appear to confirm this. 

Varying decreases compared with March 1953 were recorded in 
the other sub-categories, the heaviest fall being in sales of bakery 
where, however, the sample is somewhat unsatisfactory. 


Notes and Definitions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches ; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade. 

(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 

(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952, and April 
4, 1953. 

(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 

(v) The period covered by the March 1954 sales was the five weeks 
from February 28 to April 3, 1954: the corresponding period in 1953 
was March 1 to April 4. 

(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas ; the value of sales 
unallocated to areas in March was 11 per cent. of the total value of 
reported sales. Consequently the movements in business reported 
for Great Britain by the whole sample of large retailers may differ 
from the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight 
is given to the amount of business done in each area. 

(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however, some of the 
reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjusted. 

(viii) Sales of food and perishables in March by the large 
retailers were 62 per cent. of total sales by these firms. 
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HE total sales of wholesale textile houses in March were only 
slightly lower than in March 1953, a very satisfactory result in 
view of the good results achieved in that month, and also the 
later incidence of Easter this year. The same is true of the figures 


for the first quarter of the year which were only 2 per cent. lower 
than in 1953. 


Sales of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear were good, and as sales 
in March 1953 had generally been high the only disappointing result 
was in sales of coats, costumes, raincoats, etc., which, as in previous 
months, continued to run below the rather low levels of 1952 or 1953. 
An encouraging increase of 6 per cent. compared with March 1953 
was recorded in sales of men’s and boys’ wear, which were the highest 
for three yeais and nearly regained the March 1950 level. Cumulative 
sales of both women’s, etc., wear and men’s and boys’ wear were, 
however, slightly lower than in 1953. An increase of 14 per cent. 
took place in sales of furnishings, but further decreases compared with 
the previous year were recorded in both monthly and cumulative sales 
of piece-goods and household textiles (including soft furnishings). 


There was no change in the level of stocks as a whole between 
February and March. As stocks in the early months of 1953 had 
fallen heavily compared with the previous year, the substantial 
increases in stocks compared with 1953 recorded so far this year have 
still left stocks lower than in the same months of 1952 and not 
unduly high. 


Although stocks of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear fell between 
February and March, they were still 40 per cent. higher than in 
March 1953—at that time however stocks had fallen heavily, particu-

Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


WEDNESDAY MAY 5 
Prices for Wheat 


The Board of Trade spokesman in the House of Lords, Lord 
Mancroft, stated that a number of the countries from which wheat 
was imported had schemes for supporting the prices received by their 
producers at levels which were, or might be, above the prices ruling 
in international trade. ‘There were also in operation in a number of 
these countries various indirect forms of assistance to production. 
The variations in world market prices and the complex nature of the 
various forms of indirect assistance made it impossible to measure the 
amount of direct or indirect subsidy received by producers exporting 
to this country. 


Imports of Cortisone and A.C.T.H. 


Asked if the Government had been able to give further consideration 
to the Regulations governing the supply of the drugs Cortisone and 
A.C.T.H., Lord Mancroft replied that since the Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, answered some questions on this subject on 
February 3, there had been one change in the facilities open to those 
who required Cortisone or A.C.T.H. ‘The Board of Trade were now, 
in general, prepared to issue import licences in response to applications 
made by or on behalf of those who needed these drugs for their 
personal use, if the application was accompanied by a medical 
certificate stating the condition from which the patient was suffering 
and the quantity and form of Cortisone or A.C.T.H. required for his 
treatment. 


THURSDAY MAY 6 

British Film Quota 

Asked what was his estimate of the increase required in the annual 
production of British first feature films to enable him to raise the 
quota, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of ‘Trade, Mr. 
Henry Strauss, replied that the determination of the first feature 
quota, on which the Board of Trade were required by the Cinemato- 
grapk Films Act, 1948, to consult the Cinematograph Films Council, 
depended on an estimate not only of the number of long films likely 
to be available but also upon their quality and suitability for exhibition 
in all classes of cinema. An arithmetical estimate of the increase 
required in total production was therefore impracticable. 


MONDAY MAY 10 


Import Tariff on Strawberries 

Asked whether he was aware of the danger which was likely to 
result to the British strawberry industry as a result of the delay in 
announcing the arrangements with regard to the tariff on fresh straw- 
berries now under negotiation at Paris ; and when he expected to be 
able to inform growers of the tariff conditions under which they 
would have to trade, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, replied ‘‘ No, Sir.’’ He did not consider that any delay 
which might have occurred was likely to cause damage to the straw- 
berry industry. He hoped to announce shortly the revised arrange- 
ments for this year’s marketing season.

larly in those sub-categories—women’s knitted outerwear and under- 
wear and girls’ and children’s wear—which are now showing the 
heaviest increases. 

In contrast to this, an increase of 11 per cent. between February 
and March 1954 brought stocks of men’s and boys’ wear to the highest 
ever recorded in March—they were over 60 per cent. higher than in 
the previous year and even exceeded the very high stocks recorded 
in March 1952 by 5 per cent. Stocks of piece-goods however 
remained low, and even the heaviest stock increases recorded in the 
other categories did little more than counterbalance the decreases 
recorded in March 1953. 


Work of Ministry of Materials 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
as representing the Minister of Materials, was asked what materials 
were now being controlled by the 924 officials in the Ministry of 
Materials. 

He replied that the Ministry of Materials (apart from its res- 
ponsibility for strategic reserves) had to dispose of surplus stocks 
left over from the war and the subsequent period of shortages, worth 
about £50 million. The orderly disposal of these stocks and the 
safeguarding of the public money which they represented was of 
major importance. 

‘The statutory control of internal distribution or use of materials, 
one of its other functions, represented only a small part of the work 
of the Department. It was now confined to paper, paper-making 
materials, manilla hemp, jute and jute goods. The Ministry's staff 
now numbered 853. 


Use of Waste Paper 

The policy of the Government was to encourage the use of 
salvaged waste paper wherever it could be collected and used 
economically, Mr. Heathcoat Amory stated. 

The mill receipts of waste paper in 1953 were worth about 
£7°5 million. Much of this represented a saving in imports of 
more expensive woodpulp. In addition, about 50,000 tons of the 
better grades were exported for about £3} million. 


TUESDAY MAY Il 


Trading Estate in Sunderland 


Asked how he proposed to expand the Pallion ‘T'rading Estate, 
Sunderland, Mr. Strauss replied that land was still available on this 
estate, but the Board of Trade were negotiating to acquire more in 
connection with a particular project. 

Questioned also on what projects for the development of the Pallion 
Trading Estate were at present being considered, Mr. Strauss replied 
that he could confirm that, as had been stated in the Press, discussions 
were proceeding with Edison Swan Limited. He hoped these might 
result in the erection of a factory at Pallion. 


Goods for Persia 


The President was asked why, in the current estimates, a sum of 
£325,000 had been provided in connection with compensation for 
requisitioning and delaying goods destined for Persia. 

Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that this sum was in respect of 
compensation for consignments of sugar and rail equipment which 
were requisitioned by the previous Government when the goods were 
on their way to Persia in September, 1951. 


Employment in Slough 


Mr. Strauss stated that there were 1,794 unfilled vacancies in 
Slough which was an area of labour shortage. Detailed estimates were 
not available of the increased employment to be expected in the next 
two years, but the expansion of industry was expected to approximate 
to the growth of population, including newcomers to the area. 


East-West Trade 


The President would make a further statement on the position of 
East-West trade, arising out of the Three Power Discussions in March 
as soon as he was in a position to do so, said Mr. Heathcoat Amory. 


Decrease in Jute Prices 


THE Ministry of Materials announces that consequent upon a fall 
in market prices of raw jute during the last few days, the Jute Control’s 
selling prices for all grades of raw jute (except cuttings and ropes) 
will be reduced. ‘The Control’s selling prices of imported hessian 
will be correspondingly reduced. The new selling prices came into 
effect on May 13, and full details are being posted to traders con- 
cerned.

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Further Rise in Prices of Basic Materials in April 


NHE UPWARD turn in the basic materials index, which started 
in March with a rise of 1-1 per cent., continued in April with a 
further increase of 1-3 per cent. While the 4:3 per cent. rise in 

the price of wool between March and April contributed substantially 
to this increase, a number of other basic materials also rose in price, 
including raw rubber (up 7-4 per cent.), tungsten ore (up 62-7 per 
cent.), tin ingots (up 4:0 per cent.), lead (up 7:9 per cent.), zinc 
(up 7°6 per cent.),, copper (up only 0-9 per cent.), hides and skins 
(up 1°8 per cent.), woodpulp (up 0-6 per cent.) and imported soft- 
wood (up 0°5 per cent.). Very few other raw materials showed any 
significant price change over the month, the only substantial price 
fall being that of palm kernel oil (down 10-5 per cent.). 

The indices for materials used in the mechanical engineering and 
electrical machinery industries rose by 0-5 and 0-6 per cent., respec- 
tively, in April, in both cases the increase being primarily due to 
higher prices for most non-ferrous metals and their semi-manu- 
factures. Brass ingot prices rose by 1°6 per cent. after having fallen 
11-4 per cent. over the previous three months. 

The building and civil engineering and house building materials 
indices rose by 0-3 and 0-4 per cent., respectively, rises in the prices 
of zinc, lead, copper sheets, copper tubes and imported softwood 
playing a substantial part in causing both increases. Other items in 
these indices that rose in price included common facing bricks (up 
0-8 per cent.), galvanized cisterns, tanks and cylinders (up 2-2 per

cent.) and cast concrete products, prices of which rose by 0-3 per 
cent. The only item featuring in either of these indices that fell in 
price was imported hardwood (down 0-3 per cent.). 

There was no significant change in the clothing and footwear index 
in Table 2, and there was virtually no movement in any of the 
commodity indices of which it is composed. 

In general there was little movement in the indices for prices of 
commodities produced in the United Kingdom, in Table 3A ; among 
those showing increases were those for wool tops (up 5-1 per cent.), 
worsted yarns (up 4-0 per cent.) and cotton yarns (up 1-0 per cent.). 
The index for spectacles also rose by 2°8 per cent., following a general 
price increase in the middle of March. Although very few of these 
commodity indices decreased significantly, exceptions included those 
for heavy linen and leather for footwear which declined by 2-1 and 
1-3 per cent., respectively. 


New Index Numbers 


Published for the first time this month is a new index for rope, 
twine and net, accompanied by its two sub-indices covering hard and 
soft fibre cordage respectively. Included in the hard fibres sub-index 
are sisal and manila rope and twine, binder and baler twine and 
herring drift nets. ‘The other sub-index covers various items of soft 
cordage manufactured from jute, hemp and cotton.

1. ‘The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. ‘The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance ; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. ‘The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 

3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 

4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products 
transferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. 
Similarly, in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities 
produced by United Kingdom industries, products transferred 
between firms within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports 
are included where these are available. 

5. ‘The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ “ ex-

in which case “‘ delivered ’’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive 
of purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 


7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details

Patent Appeal Board in Germany 


A Regulation issued by the Allied High Commission in Germany 
on April 3, 1954, makes arrangements for the establishment of a 
Patent Appeal Board to hear and determine appeals to the Occupation 
Authorities under Law No. 8. 

Appeals under Law No. 8 may be taken to the Board : 

(a) in the case of any decision rendered on or before the date of the 
coming into force of the Regulation, within six months of that 
date ; 

(b) in the case of any decision rendered after the date of the coming 
into force of the Regulation, within six months of the date of 
the decision. 

It is understood that the Regulation came into force on the day it 

was made, i.e. April 3, 1954.

Mr. D. M. Oprennet, the Chairman, presided. 
‘THe CHAIRMAN said :— 

Ladies and Gentlemen, with your approval, we will take the notice 
convening the meeting, the report of the Directors and the accounts which 
have been circulated, as read, and the Secretary will now read the Auditors’ 
Report. 

The Secretary (Mr. A. D. McCormick) accordingly read the report of 
Messrs. Deloitte, Plender, Griffiths & Company, Chartered Accountants, 
appended to the accounts, 

‘THe CHAIRMAN continued :— 

You will recall that, in his concluding remarks at our last Meeting, Mr. 
'T. F. Winmill intimated his intention to retire, which he did on the 30th 
June, 1953. Unfortunately, his health—gravely impaired as the result of a 
serious illness in 1951—rapidly became worse, and to our great sorrow he 
died in November last. 

The Board honoured me by electing me Chairman on Mr. Winmill’s 
retirement and with the assistance of my colleagues I trust that I shall carry 
out the duties of that office to the satisfaction of all those who, in whatever 
capacity, are associated with this great enterprise. 

In May, 1952, at the Annual General Meeting, the then Chairman 
referred to the handing over by our Associated Companies in China of their 
assets to a Company sponsored by the Chinese People’s Government, and 
expressed the hope that exit permits would be promptly granted to the 
members of the staffs of those companies. I am very sorry to say that six of 
these employees——-five of whom are British and one American—still remain 
in Shanghai, although the handing over Agreement was signed as long ago as 
July, 1952, and exit permits were applied for at various subsequent dates, 
the last of which was about a year ago. This state of affairs is most dis- 
appointing and not easy to understand. We have done our very best, 
through official channels, to secure their release, but so far our efforts have 
been of no avail. 

In view of the information given in the Explanatory Statement on pages 5 
and 6 and in the Notes on pages 14, 15 and 16 supplementing the figures in 
the Report and Accounts, 4 nn is, I feel, no need for me to burden you with 
an itemised commentary on the Accounts. 

In spite of the complexities of drawing up consolidated accounts, it is 
hoped that in future years we shall be able to make our preliminary announce- 
ment before final audit, as we did this year, so that you will have our 
recommendation in respect of the year at the earliest possible date. 

Changing economic factors in the world are tending to alter the pattern 
of the business, particularly for brands exported from this country. ‘The 
volume of these exports not only depends on the competitive factors of 
quality and price, but is also affected by quantitative and currency restric- 
tions, rates of import duties, the purchasing power of consumers and the 
intensified competitive position in many territories. 

In certain of our overseas markets there has been an easing during the 
year of import restrictions in conformity with the general trend towards 
liberalisation of world trade, to which I have already referred, and one would 
hope eventually to see a complete abolition of such restrictions, which have 
been outlawed in principle by the General Agreement on ‘Tariffs and Trade 
and by the O.E.E.C. countries. Similarly, one hopes that the restrictive 
and very unsatisfactory insistence on barter—notably, as far as the tobacco 
business is concerned, by France—will be only a temporary phase. 

On the other hand, certain factors may have a more permanent effect on 
the pattern of trade. Such are: costs of production, which continue to 
increase, and a tendency on the part of smokers overseas to switch to a lower 
price class of cigarette, usually of local manufacture, with a consequent 
reduction in the consumption of the higher priced product exported by your 
Comvany from this country. This tendency is particularly evident in 
countries where there has been a measure of disinflation. Such switches in 
demand regrettably cause some redundancy of labour and plant in our 
export factories here. Against this there arise increasing demands on the 
manufacturing and financial resources of our Associated Companies overseas. 

I am happy to report that the total volume of sales of the Group for the 
twelve months to 30th September, 1953, reached a new record and for the 
first six months of the current year has continued to expand. On the 
evidence of results to date, I feel you can safely assume that the final figures 
for the current year should be at least as favourable as those for the year 
which we have had under review at this meeting. 

I now beg formally to move the adoption of the Report and Accounts for 
the vear ended 30th September, 1953, including payment on the 31st May 
next of a Final Dividend of 7d. per 10/- Ordinary Stock (free of United 
Kingdom Income Tax) on the issued Ordinary Stock of the Company. 

I will now ask Mr. Sargant to second the Resolution and, when that has 
been done, if anyone has any question to put or comment to make on the 
Accounts, it will be a convenient time to do so,

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
A Good Market for British Products in the Sudan 


The article below has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Commercial Secretary at the Office of the

SUDAN is essentially an agricultural and pastoral country 
with little industrial development. She therefore forms a good 
market for manufactures and particularly for consumer goods 

of all kinds, for agricultural and other machinery and for transport 
equipment, in addition to the foodstuffs in which she is not self- 
sufficient namely, sugar, wheat, coffee and tea. 

Cotton is the Sudan’s greatest asset constituting three-quarters of 
her total exports. She had a record crop in 1951 when world prices 
soared. That year therefore, saw an extremely favourable balance of 
trade but it has been offset by unfavourable balances in 1952, when 
the imports financed by 1951’s exports poured into the country in 
the wake of inflation, and in 1953 (though to a far lesser degree). 
The prices obtained for the Sudan’s exports have dropped far from 
their 1951 peak but are even now further above the pre-war level 
than are the prices paid for her imports. In other words, compared 
with 1938, the terms of trade are still favourable to the Sudan. But 
the tendency for the prices of imports and exports to approach one 
another continues. Fortunately, the recent harvest has been a bountiful 
one in most areas for most crops, so that prosperity for this year 
should be assured. 

Besides cotton, the Sudan produces and exports gum arabic 
(supplying 75 per cent. of the world’s consumption), groundnuts, 
sesame, dura, melonseed, pulses, cotton seed and oil, hides and 
skins, domnuts, dates and livestock. The value of her total exports 
and re-exports in 1953 amounted to nearly £E45,000,000 of which 
over £E18,000,000 worth went to the United Kingdom (£E1 = 
£1 Os. 6d.). 

The United Kingdom supplied nearly 43 per cent. of the Sudan’s 
total imports in 1953 which were valued at £E50,670,000. The 
country’s principal imports in 1953 in order of importance were :— 

Base metals and manufactures thereof. 
Vehicles and transport equipment.

Imports from the United Kingdom consist principally of :—

Cutlery, hardware, implements and instruments. 
Machinery and parts, agricultural and industrial, including internal 
combustion engines. 
Cotton yarns and manufactures thereof. 
Woven cotton piece-goods ; bleached, printed and dyed in the piece. 
Woollen piece-goods. 
Chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours ; ammonium nitrate. 
Oils, fats and resins, manufactured ; soap. 
Motor vehicles, locomotives and vessels. 
Pneumatic tyres. 

The United Kingdom has maintained her position in the post-war 
years as the main supplier of goods of many kinds. There have, how- 
ever, been signs of increasing competition in recent months (e.g. 
textiles from Italy, U.S.S.R. and Hungary ; hollow-ware from Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, and hardware, tools, machinery, etc., from 
Western Germany) and United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters 
have no grounds for complacency. 

The Sudan is fundamentally a price market though quality is 
not totally ignored if the extra cost involved is reasonably low. The 
best method of trading is through established agents in the Sudan ; 
importers prefer quotations c.i.f. Port Sudan ; and terms of payment 
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vary according to the status of each particular importer. It is highly 
desirable that British exporters should send a representative to the 
Sudan to study the market at first hand. It is reasonably cool from 
November to March. Failing or supplementary to this the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Khartoum (P.O. Box 801) is 
always ready to advise on market possibilities, to recommend individual 
traders and/or agents and to furnish status reports on firms in the 
Sudan. United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters are invited 
to make inquiries of the Export Services Branch of the Board of 
‘Trade or of the Trade Commissioner regarding the financial stability 
of any prospective importer in the Sudan before credit terms are 
agreed to. 







































































Natural Resources and Industry 








No paying mineral deposits have yet been found in the Sudan. 
Some gold is found in the Red Sea Hills and there is some inaccessible 
copper in the far south west but not much else has been discovered. 
Cheap power is also non-existent at present and the extent to which 
the Sudan’s economy depends on imported oil fuel is reflected in 
the startling rise in the quantity imported since before the war. The 
potential hydro-electric power in the Northern Province is con- 
siderable, but much capital will be needed to develop it. Wind-power 
and gas produced from vegetable residues may provide substitutes 
in the near future. 

Industry, therefore, is handicapped at the start and there are 
in fact few industries in the Sudan as yet, viz., cement works at 
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A native operative in one of the Sudan Government's workshops 





Atbara which uses local limestone and clay with gypsum from the 
salt works at Port Sudan ; oil mills and soap and sweet factories in 
Khartoum North and a brewery at present in course of erection there ; 
Sudan Meat Products Ltd., at Kosti, have started production and 
there is a project, now under consideration, for a textile mill in the 
Northern Sudan. Floor tiles and domnut buttons are also produced 
locally and there is a small glassware factory in Khartoum Industrial 
Area.

of which some £E9,000,000 was disbursed up to June 30, 1953. 
The estimated expenditure for the year ending June 30, 1954, amounts 
to £E8,900,000, and the allocated balance of £E14,440,000 is for 
expenditure from July 1, 1954, onwards. 

The principal Communication scheme is a £E4,500,000 loan to 
the Government-owned Sudan Railways which will be employed 
to meet the cost of a railway extension from Sennar to Roseires, new 
berthing facilities in Port Sudan, additional river steamers for service 
south of Khartoum, locomotives, rolling stock, staff housing and 
miscellaneous plant and equipment. Road development will cost 
about £E2,500,000 over the five years, telephone extensions nearly 
£E1,000,000, airports about £E5,000,000 most of it on the new Khar- 
toum airport. 

Productive schemes include about £E3,000,000 for water supplies 
in rural area, soil conservation and forestry. Agricultural research 
and experimental work with possible new crops are allotted about 
£E500,000. A 30,000 acre pump scheme to grow cotton will cost 
more than £E1,000,000 and expansion of cotton ginning factories 
about £E250,000. £E1,000,000 is allotted for a cotton spinning 
and weaving mill in the Northern Sudan. Veterinary and Fisheries 
Services are to be improved at a cost of nearly £E400,000. Basic 
topographical surveys are in hand at about £E200,000 and more 
specialized surveys for possible development of irrigated agriculture 
are costing about £E300,000. The Geological Survey has been 
expanded for basic mapping work and £E73,000 has been allotted 
for equipment. 

Public utilities schemes include nearly £E3,000,000 to be advanced 
to the Government-owned companies providing water and electricity 
to Khartoum, Omdurman and Khartoum North and to Wad Medani 
and will finance generating plant and extension of the distribution 
system. £E1,000,000 has been loaned to Khartoum Municipality 
to finance a water-borne sewage scheme. Smaller electricity and 
water supply projects in provincial towns are in hand and will cost 
more than £E1,000,000 over the five years. 

New schools and other educational expansion are provided for at 
about £E3,500,000 with another £E500,000 for additional buildings 
for the University College of Khartoum. Hospitals, dispensaries 
and other health services are allotted about £E2,375,000. Broadcasting 
transmitters and studios are being built to give country-wide service 
from Radio Omdurman at a cost of £E175,000. 

Projects under the heading of ‘‘ Administration’? include 
£E1,200,000 for loans and grants to assist Local Government 
Authorities in their capital expenditure on buildings, roads and 
equipment. General staff housing is allotted £E675,000, new prisons 
£E170,000, a police training college and police stations £E160,000 
and miscellaneous buildings for the Administration £E1,450,000. 
Motor transport vehicles and workshops are to cost £E420,000.

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Success of the 1954 Hanover Fair 


VISITORS from this country to the Hanover Fair, which closed on 

May 4, as well as the United Kingdom firms who exhibited there, 
are unanimous in stressing its international status. British textile 
machinery, plastic and other presses, office equipment and washing 
machines sold extremely well to the large numbers of foreign, i.e., 
other than German, visitors, while exhibitors in other branches are 
understood to have received numerous inquiries and made contacts 
from which they can reasonably expect considerable future business. 

The concentration this year of the Light and Heavy Industries 
Fair into a single event has undoubtedly contributed to the Fair’s 
success. ‘The total attendance was well over one million, and the 
number of non-German visitors is estimated to have been between 
40 per cent. and 50 per cent. higher than in 1953. 

The halls covered an area of 200,000 square metres with an 
additional 55,000 square metres of open space. ‘There were 3,614 
German and approximately 300 non-German exhibitors, of whom 25 
were British. ‘This compares with the 1953 figure of 3,265 German 
and 183 foreign exhibitors. The main emphasis of the Fair lay on 
mechanical engineering products with 974 exhibitors, closely followed 
by the electrical industry with 886. Office machinery and equipment 
also offered a large selection. Ceramic and associated exhibits 
occupied a large hall specially built last year by the industry. An 
International 'T'ransport Container Exhibition, opened by the Federal 
Transport Minister, attracted considerable attention. Although 
this was mainly an educational display, prospective buyers inquired 
about the British exhibits, 

Official visitors from the United Kingdom were impressed by the 
business-like atmosphere which prevailed and by the efficient orga- 
nization, and they emphasize that the presence of more British 
exhibitors at Hanover is now, in view of the international aspect of 
the Fair, more than ever vital for United Kingdom export trade. 
Although British interest in exhibiting or in visiting increased by 
more than 100 per cent. over 1953, it is considered that this is not 
enough, and that British industry should realize that the German 
Industries Fair in Hanover represents an opportunity they cannot 
afford to miss. 

The dates of the 1955 Fair have not yet been announced, but they 
will appear in the classified list of trade exhibitions which appears 
regularly in the Board of Trade Journal as soon as they are 
notified. In the meantime full details about the Fair and the costs 
and conditions of participation may be obtained from the United 
Kingdom agents, Messrs. Schenkers, Ltd., 27 Chancery Lane, 
London, W.C.2.

Value of Catalogues at Overseas 


Trade Fairs 
SUCCESSFUL FEATURE of the Board of Trade stands at 


the Utrecht, Milan and Brussels Fairs was the distribution of a 
catalogue of United Kingdom exhibitors in the commercial sections 
of the fairs concerned. ‘The catalogues were also circulated to 
members of the British Chambers of Commerce and to other business 
circles in Holland, Italy and Belgium. 

At the Utrecht Fair, where the list of United Kingdom exhibitors 
was received from the Fair management in time to allow of detailed 
classification, the catalogue was divided into two sections, the first 
containing a list of 425 United Kingdom exhibitors classified 
according to the trade groups in the official catalogue and including 
in each case the names and addresses of Dutch agents, a description 
of the products displayed and the stand numbers where the goods 
were to be found. The second part contained an alphabetical list 
of United Kingdom exhibitors cross-referenced with List 1. The 
catalogue is available on loan from the Board of 'Trade Exhibitions 
Branch, Lacon House, ‘Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1.

A point of interest arises in connection with the official catalogues 
of a number of overseas fairs. An agent who may be showing the 
products of as many as ten firms on his stand is sometimes required 
to make a payment for each entry. He may therefore decide to include 
in the official catalogue only a selection of the firms whose goods he 
is exhibiting. United Kingdom principals would be well advised 
to ensure that their overseas agents are publicizing their goods in all 
possible ways by (1) inserting an entry in the official catalogue and 
(2) by issuing personal invitations to buyers to visit the stands. 
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Trade and Financial Arrangements 


Pakistan and the Federal 
Republic of Germany 


A TRADE Agreement between the Government of Pakistan and 
the Government of the Federal Republic of Germany was signed 
in Bonn on February 18, 1954. 

Under the agreement the Federal Republic of Germany have fixed 
quotas for the import of Sports goods, Carpets and Oil Cake from 
Pakistan and have agreed to issue import licences freely without 
quantitative restrictions for certain other listed commodities. 

A number of items for export from Germany to Pakistan are also 
listed ; no quotas are fixed for the import of these goods into Pakistan. 

The Agreement will be valid from January 1, 1954 to December 
31, 1954 and may be extended by mutual agreement before the date 
of expiration. 

The text of the agreed minutes of discussion between the rep- 
resentatives of the Governments of Pakistan and of Germany (issued 
by the Press Information Department of Government of Pakistan), 
and a copy of the schedules of goods to be exchanged, may be seen 
at Export Services Branch (Tariff Section), Board of Trade, Room 
601, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. 





Eastern Zone of Germany and 
Turkey 


THE East German press reported on April 14 that a trade and 
payments agreement was signed in Ankara on April 22. The 
value of the goods to be exchanged is given as $52-6 million. 

East German imports from Turkey will include tobacco, grain, 
cotton, wool mohair, linen and hemp fabrics, hides and skins, dried 
fruits (almonds, hazel nuts, raisins and figs) pulse, lemons, oranges, 
oil and oilseed, wine, gut, sponges, tanning materials and hand woven 
carpets. 

East German exports to Turkey will include machinery for the 
textile, leather, woodworking, printing, building and road making 
industries, boilers and boiler plant, machine tools, diesel and petrol 
engines, electrical goods, agricultural machines, products of the ship- 
building, precision mechanics and optical instruments industries, 
motor tyres, all kinds of tools, ironmongery, building materials, 
fertilizers, chemicals and pharmaceutical products.

Japan and Formosa 


ER MAJESTY’S Representative in Tokyo has reported the

Formosa’s exports to Japan will include sugar, rice, bananas, salt and 
coal.

Syrian Ministry of Foreign Affairs, made it known that foreign | 
merchants and companies will now be allowed to conclude agreements 
for building their own warehouses on plots of land, each of 200 square | 
metres, in the Free Zone of Damascus. ‘The buildings must be in | 
accordance with the specifications available at the Directorate of the | 
Free Zone. 

It should however be noted that the investment of United Kingdom 
funds in Syria in this way would require prior United Kingdom | 
Exchange Control approval. Such approval would only be given if | 
the erection of the warehouse seemed likely in some way to benefit 
United Kingdom economy.

Indian Import Trade Control 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Bombay has for- 
warded a copy of Public Notice No. 37 dated March 25, 1954, 
issued by the Collector of Customs, Bombay, which reads as follows :— 


It is hereby notified for the information of the public that goods imported 
in sets and assessed to duty in accordance with the provisions of Section 21 
of the Sea Customs Act will for the purposes of Import Trade Control 
requirements, need a specific licence to cover each individual article 
contained in the set. Cases where value of any article comprising the 
set is very small will be dealt with on their merits in the discretion of the 
adjudicating officer.

HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 
forwarded various Notifications which amend India’s import duties 
and Central Excise duties as follows :— 





Import Duties 
Sugar.—Under S.R.O. 1110 (Notification No. 36—Customs), dated April 
3, 1954, raw sugar, that is to say, sugar with associated impurities and having 
a sucrose content not exceeding 98 per cent. by weight on the material 
dried at 105° C. (falling under Tariff Item No. 17) is exempt from the 
whole of the customs duty leviable thereon. 


Crude Penicillin.—Under S.R.O. 1135 (Notification No. 35—-Customs), 
dated April 3, 1954, crude penicillin in bulk (falling under Tariff Item No. 
28) is exempt from so much of the duty as is in excess of the duty leviable on 
penicillin in bulk falling under Tariff Item No. 28 (26). 


Excise Duties 

Rayon and Artificial Silk Fabrics.—-In supersession of Notification 
No. 4—Central Excises dated February 28, 1954 (details published in the 
Board of Trade Journal on April 24, 1954), under S.R.O, 1211 (Notification 
No. 19—-Central Excises) the Central Government now exempts Rayon or 
artificial silk fabrics from the whole of the excise duty leviable if produced 
or manufactured : 

(a) onahandloom ; or 

(b) in a factory in which less than ten power-looms are installed. 

Provided that no exemption shall be allowed in respect of any rayon or 
artificial silk fabrics produced or manufactured in different factories by or 
on behalf of the same person in which the aggregate number of power-looms 
installed exceeds nine. 


Jute Batching Soap.—Under S.R.O. 1137 (Notification No. 14—Central 
Excises), dated April 10, 1954, Soap known as “‘ jute batching soap” or 
“jute batching emulsifier” shall be exempt from the whole of the excise 
duty leviable thereon provided that :— 

(i) it is proved to the satisfaction of the Collector that such soap is 
intended for use in the “‘ batching” process of the jute industry as 
an emulsifying agent, and 
the procedure set out in Chapter X of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, 
is followed in respect of obtaining remission of duty on such soap.

Tobacco.—The Government of India have issued various Notifications 
which, in general, make reductions in the amount of excise duty leviable on 
certain types of unmanufactured Indian tobacco.

The British Food Fair 


With the end of food rationing, the British Food Fair, to be 

held at Olympia, London, from September 7 to 18 next, assumes 
a new significance. For the first time since the war manufacturers 
will be able to display the full range of their products confident in 
the knowledge that the demands of the public may be met without 
restriction.

Attendance is expected to exceed the 1953 total of nearly 152,000 
which included more than 15,000 trade buyers.
